Seven convicted Anarchists and a large vor- 


trait ot the founder of Socialism in Germany, 
Lassalle. The coffin was of ebony fin sh and 
yery elaborate in design. It was ornamented 
with massive silver-plated handles and 
ornaments; on the lower part of 
the lid was a heavy silver plate 
with the inscription ‘ Ruhe und Frieden! — 
Rest and Peace. On the coffin and the sur- 
rounding tables were many very custly floral 
aesigns and wreaths, the most notable at the 
head of the corpse being a floral anchor of 
“white tea-roses and smilax, from Francis 
A. Hoffmann Jr., First Protector of the Lu- 


cretia Garfield Lodge, Knights and Ladies of 
Honor.” Atthe foot of the coffin was a 
handsome potted growing lily shoot from 
Mrs. Lenz. The corpse was displayed from 
the waist upward and was decked in an elab- 
orate blue satin shroud almost covered with 
fragrant white and red roses and rare flow- 
ers of other kinds. Around the coffin and 
seated in the adjoining room were about 
twenty ladies and two gentlemen, same of 
the first crying bitterly. The low-toned con- 
versation was mainly an encomium of the de- 
ceased woman and expressions of sympathy 
with the bereaved children and husband. Mr. 
Conrad Neebe stated that since early morning 
there had been a continual stream of visitors 
and the whole family including himself was 
highly gratified at the genuineness of the 
shown them since their bereave- 
triking his hand on the table and 
great force he said that if any 
one attempted to raise a disturbance or ut- 
tered any violent sentiments either at the 
hall or at the grave he would with bis own 
hands pull him down and silence him.

MRS. PARSONS IN JAIL. 


She Is Sent to Prison Without Being Given 
a Hearing. 

Co_umsus, O., March 10.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Lucy Parsons was arraigned before Mayor 
Walcutt this afternoon. The court-room was 
crowded to ‘suffocation and hundreds stood 
in the street unable to get inside the buila- 
ing. The doors were finally locked as a mat- 
ter of safety. Attorneys Watson and Web- 
ster appeared for Mrs. Parsons. When the 
case was called Mayor Walcutt. announced 
that the defendant would be committed to 
jail and placed under $300 bonds to keep the 


peace. 

Attorney Watson— Without a hearing? 

The Mayor—Without a hearing. 

This action was taken under a statute which 
authorizes a court to commit a person with- 
out a hearing for disorderly conduct in the 
presence of the court. Mrs. Parsons could 
not give bond and was sent to the county 
jail. As she was placed in the patrol-wagon 
she made a violent harangue to the crowd to 
the effect that the sentence was an — 
of the capitalists to crush out free s 8 
This morning Mrs. Parsons recoived the fol- 
lowing telegram from her husband in Chi- 
cago jail: ‘ 

Mrs. Lucy PArRsons—in Prison: The poor 
have no rights which the Constitution of the 
United States are bound to respect. The Con- 
stitution of the United States are a dead letter 
to the people of the United States. 

A. R. PARSONS. 

The outcome of the affair cannot be pre- 
dicted. Parsons has no friends here 
willing to go security for her appearance, 
and the Mayor says that she must then re- 
main in jail until she appears before the 
Criminal Court. She was to have spoken in 
Cincinnati tonight. 

While areporter was at the jail yesterday a 
telegraphic disvatch from Columbus, O., came in 
for A. R. Parsons, and he was allowed to take it 
to cell No, 29, now occupied by that person. He 
found Parsons asleep on his bed, and waking him 
handed the dispatch through the bars. After 
reading it Parsons began to stamp about the cell, 
calling down maledictions on the head of Mayor 
Walcutt in particular and all holders of official 
position in general. 

“My 
wife goes to a town to lecture. the hall is paid 


tor. and because she is determined to speak a reg- 


iment of militia and a mob of policemen seize 
her and hurl her into a cell. I'd like to have the 
Mayor of Columbus here, the jumped- up —— 
— — of a balloon. This country ain’t worth 
saving, and * to go to Hell. It's outrageous, 
dastardly, but it's ull we can expect of petty of- 
cials in America now.” 

The reporter suggested that the account given 
by Parsons was hardly a correct one. The mili- 
tia was not called upon; Mrs. Parsons simply 
— abusive and was arrested for disorderly con- 

uct when she behaved in a manner not usually 
recognized as the correct thing in polite society; 
that Mr. Parsons knew the disposition of his 
wife, how flery she was, and how uncontroliable 
when excited. 

Parsons broke in excitedly: *‘My wife is lamb- 
like in disposition. She was never excited or in 
@ passion in her life. The whole account in to- 
day’s papers is a lie from beginning to end. The 
newspapers can't tell the truth as far as we are 
concérned.”’ And then, his eyes wildly glaring, 
he shouted: “I’m not hung yet! I'm not hung 
yet! We'll see later on.“

ARGUMENT IN THE ANARCHISTS’ CASE. 


It Will Be Begun Next Thursday Morning 


Supreme Court this morning the case of the 
Anarchists was called and by agreement the 
cause was set for hearing Thursday morning, 
March 17, when each of the counsel will be 
allowed two hours for oral argument. Mayor 
E. C. Allen entertains the members of the 
Supreme Court and thé attorneys at his resi- 
dence this evening. 


State’s-Attorney Grinnell returned from Ot- 
tawa last night. ‘We were just two minutes ar- 
ranging for a hearing of the Anarchists’ case be- 
fore the Supreme Court.“ he said. Everythin 
had already been settled between ourselves, anc 
all that was necessary was for the Judges to 
sanction our arrangements. Oral arguments will 
be begun next Thursday morning at 9 o'clock. 
Both sides are limited to three speakers each, 
and each speaker is limited totwo hours. Of 
course, there is no law to compel any one of us 
to talk fortwo hours, but we can’t talk any 


longer. On our side the speakers will be 
Attorney General Hunt, Mr. Ingham, and 
myself. I understand that Mr. Zeisler, Mr. 


Swett, and Mr. Black are to deliver the argu- 
ments for the defense. We shall bé ready; in 
fact, we have got tobe. There will be no con- 
tinuance asked for or granted. I shall not pass 
any opinion on the briefs already filed by the 
attorneys on the other side, but I will sa am 
confident the Supreme Court will affirm the ver- 
dict already rendered. How long it will take the 
court to reach a final conclusion no man can 
tell.“ 


THOMAS J. MORGAN’S SOCIALISM. 


Its Causes, Objects, and Probable Effects— 
Di. Lorimer Attacked. 

Thomas J.Morgan,the labor agitator, and So- 
cialist spoke last evening before the Chicago 
Society for Political Education on Socialism : 
Its Causes, Objects, and Probable Success.” 
Morgan joined to his statement of Socialistic 
facts no little vituperation of capitalists. 
„What is the cause of Socialism?’’ he asked. 
„It is neither the speculation of philosophers 
nor the ranting of such as myself. The preva- 
lence of Socialism in. all civilized countries 
shows that the cause lies much deeper. 
he inventive ingenuity of the  nine- 
teenth century increased the pro- 
ductive power without accommodating the 
consumptive power to it. The result is So- 
tion has been ter than the total pro duc- 
cialism. Mr. Gladstone says that for the first 
seventy years of this century in England the 
production from 55 B. C. up to that time. In 
the United States the steam and water power 
is equal to the 5 Ret of 227,000,000 of people, 
and when one s to this the labor-saving 
machinery and devices of the sort it is easy 
to see how enormous the increase is. If this 
were equably divided there would be no So- 


cialism. Socialists are always charged with 
wanting to divide. Dr. Lorimer in a sermon 
the su tin by the back-of the 


d 

neck. The Socialists want to divide, he said, 
"but you ask them what, when your share is 
all spent, and ir only remedy is divide 
again. No more infamous misstatement was 
ever made for the sake of passing effect. 
He'll be ished for it yet, mark me. 
The capitalists are the men who divide. For 
every dollar that the workman produces they 
exact $12. The capitalists can’t use ali they 
lay up. They use it to corrupt the press, the 
City Council, and to put such lies into the 
mouth of such men as Lorimer.” 

The speaker quoted Dr. Andrews of Dundee 
as saying that the average life of a capitalist 
is 53 years and thatof a workman 24. Forty- 
four per cent of the children of workingmen 
die before they are 5 years old. In the north- 
west part of $2,000 people lived on 
350 square acres of land, and in that 1 
fifty out of every 100 children born perished 
in infancy. He saw abundant cause for 
agitation.

Orrawa, III., March 10.—[{Special.]—In the 


SALE OF GARRETT’S ROAD.

AN AIR OF UNCERTAINTY STILL EN- 
VELOPING THE NEGOTIATIONS. 


The Executive Committee of the Richmond 
Terminal Company Meets to Consider 
the Proposals Relative to the Purchase, 
but No Result Is Apparent—Mr. Garrett 
Refuses to Enlighten to Public—The In- 
terests of Baltimore to Be Protected— 
The Entrance to New York. 

New York, March 10.—[Special.]—Robert 

Garrett has been informed that if he will get 

out of his contract with Mr. Sully for the 


bigger price for the stock than the Sully bar- 
gain. Wali street has insisted on denomi- 
nating the Garrett-Sully bargain as the 
Richmond Terminal deal,“ though neither 
the Richmond Terminal Company nor any 
other company has any interest whatever in 
the purchase except prospectively. The bar- 
gain signed by Mr. Garrett is stated 
to be with Alfred Sully as an individual. 
Russell Sage said today that he had been 
personally apprised of Mr. Garrett’s bargain 
to sell the control of the Baltimore & Ohio to 


| Mr. Sully; of his own knowledge he knew of 


the contract that had been signed. : 
Some of the Richmond Terminal diréct- 


ors met today and kindly volunteered to tell 
the public afterward all that they did, and 
that, they said, was nothing. In some pretty 
high places there was manifest a disposition 
to have the public believe that the whole 
deal was off. This Terminal meeting was 
advertised for just that purpose. The Rich- 
mond Terminal deal with the Baltimore & 
Ohio may be delayed, but the final outcome 
is certain. it is rumored that Mr. Garrett 
has been offered a considerable advance by 
individuals. Intelligent railroad men, in dis- 
cussing the situauon, are almost unanimous! 
of the opinion that a combination of the Bal- 
timore & Ohio with the great Southern roads 
controlled by the Terminal company is the 
only arrangement which would be satisfac- 
tory to the city of Baltimore and the State of 
Maryland, both of which are so largely in- 
terested in the Baltimore & Ohio. 

„But has the Sully purchase fallen 
through? Has the Sully bargain ended? Has 
Mr. Sully’s option expired?“ was asked of 


the party who made the foregoing statement 
today. I've got nothing to say,“ was the 
answer. Only don’t lieve quite every 


word you hear within the next week or two.“ 

It. was flatly declared late tonight that Mr. 
Sully had found it impossible to raise mone 
enough to pay for the stock he purchased. 
When this was mentioned to one of that gen- 
teman’s triends the comment was: We’ve 
all noticed lately that other people. know a 
good deal more about Mr. Sully’s business 
than he does himself.“ | 

One of the directors says that the proposi- 
tion most likely to be adopted is that a syn- 
dicate shall take the stock in their interests 
and hold it until the Richmond Terminal full 
Board of Directors approve of the action of 
the Executive Committee. It will then be 

laced in a collaterai trust, and the Richmond 
Terminal will either consolidate the Balti- 
more & Ohio with their system or operate it 
separately as a property road. The Balti- 
more & Ohio track from Baltimore 
and Washington and Philadelphia will 
be used as a trunk line for the 
business of its own Western lines and 
the other roads in the Richmond Terminal 
system. The Pennsylvania’ Railroad has no 
interest in the deal, nor has the Western 
Union. It is simply a Richmond Terminal 
arrangement and has no similarity to the 
sale of Vanderbilt’s holdings of New York 
Central to the London syndicate. The price 

— are about the same us 
has already been published. Tue purchase 
of the minority stock is not being considered. 
Calvin S. Brice, one of the Richmond Ter- 
minal directors, and also supposed to be in 
the syndicate to which President Garrett 
of the Baltimore & Ohio has offered the op- 
tion of purchase, said after the meeting: 

We have not decided yet whether or not we 
shall accept the offered option. I greatly doubt 
if Mr. Garrett would seil, exc on condition 
that the Baltimore & Ohio and the Richmond 
Terminal be consolidated, making a 6,000-mile 
trunk ine. Asa Richmond Terminal director I 
would like to see that done, provided the terms 
of purchase are fair—that is, if the price is low 
enough. So farI have not made up my mind on 
that point. I think none of the directors have as 
yet. We received the proposition in its present 
form only yesterday, and are not decided on it. 

Another Richmond Terminal director said 
it- was not likely that the company would 
accept Mr. Garrett’s offer, but he thought the 
syndicate, in which he said Messrs. Brice, 
Sully, and Thomas are interested, would do 
80. This director said the terms were $6,000,- 
000 down and $10,000,000 in one year—stock for 
that amount to be held as security. The 
Richmond & Danville people, he said, con- 
sidered the figures altogether too high. 

At the Stock Exchange today 180 shares of 
Baltimore & Ohio stock sold at prices ranging 
from 178 down to 176. At the close, 2 o’clock, 
175 was bid and 176 asked. 

It is now learned on pretty good authority 
that the final contracts were signed in the 
deal last Saturday night and Sunday. The 
negotiations were carried on bya Wall street 
firm which has been dealing liberally in 
Southern railroad stock. Saturday night the 
papers of this contract for the absorption of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, together with 
its telegraph and express business, were all 
drawn up. John G. Moore of the firm of 
Moore & Schley of New York had them in 
charge. He drew up the age of settlement 
and submitted themto Jay Gould and he 
— 2 them. Later Sully was present- 

with the documents and his signa- 
ture was affixed. The papers were then 
sent to Robert Garrett for his approval. 
Sunday it was known that the Garrett inter- 
ests had signed, and the parties interested 
Monday held a grand jubilee over the affair. 
Those who have been in the scheme knew 
that the sale meant an absorption of the Bal- 
timore & Ohio Telegraph Company by the 
Western Union. It is also stated that the 
capital has been already subscribed by out- 
side parties to go to work and equip and put 
into operation an extensive telegraph system 
to cover the southern portion of this country, 
following almost identically the line of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railway. The gentlemen 
interested in this last project say that the 
absorption of the Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph 
Company leaves the field open to them, and 
asthey have money their project will be 
pushed to completion at once.

year’s time was given, had been completed. It 
Ar that of the cash payment an installment 
of $1,000,000. was to be paid yesterday, The 
sum was not sent to Baltimore, but in place 
of the money a request for an extension 
of the privilege was forwarded. It is 
not known that any reply to the message was re- 
ceived. The most plausible excuse for the- fail- 
ure to exercise the option was the statement that 
the — syndicate desired longer time for 
an investigation of the condition of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Company. The assets and liabilities 
of the company were stated in round figures 
when the privilege on the stock was obtained. 
and many persons who had expressed a willing- 
ness to join in the undertaking were re!uctant 
on caim refiection to complete the bargain 
without an expert examination of the 
affairs af the company.

CHICAGO TO BE DESIGNATED A CEN 
TRAL RESERVE CITY. 


Our Useful Consul at Aix-La-Chapelle—He 
Has Been Summoned Home to Testify in 
an Important Case—The Cotton-Seed Ou 
Fraud—Statistics as to Wheat and Corn— 
Miscellaneous News from the National 
Capital. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 10.— [Special.] 
Controller Trenholm said today that he 
thought there was no reason why Chicago 
should not soon be put on a par with New 
York as a central reserve city. The new law 
is a little obscure, in his opinion, in defining 
the powers of the Controller of the Currency. 
One construction is that he may or may not 
in his discretion designate any city making 
application as a reserve city. The other con- 
struction is that his authority is limited to 
seeing that applications are filed in due form 
by proper persons. If all the forms are 
complied with he must then designate the 
place making application. The law will 
be submitted to the Attorney-General for 
his opinion upon the point. The question, 
however decided, will not in Mr. Trenholm’s 
opinion affect Chicago in any way, as it is 
understood here that all the National banks 
will unite in making the application. The 
printed forms for this purpose will be sent 
out tomorrow. A copy of the Controller’s 
ruling that the application must be made by 
the Boards of Directors of banks, and not by 
any of the officers, will accompany the appli- 
cation blanks. As soon as these are re- 
turned, properly filled out, Chicago will be 
designated a central reserve city. Applica- 
tions have not been received from any other 
city to be designated a central reserve city. 
It it expected, however, that St. Louis and 
San Francisco, and possibly New Orleans, 
will do so before long. 

WHEAT AND CORN STATISTICS. 

The March report of the Department of 
Agriculture of the distribution and consump- 
tion of wheat and corn shows that 36 per 
cent of the crop is still in farmers’ hands, a 
smaller proportion than in March, 1885 and 
1886, but larger thanin 1884. The estimated 
remainder is 603,000,000 bushels. The esti- 
mated proportion held for home consumption 
is 1, 77,000,000 bushels, leaving 288,000.000 for 
transportation beyond county lines. The 
proportion of merchantable corn is 86 per 
cent, making the quality of the crop compar- 
atively high, 80 being the average percen 
merchantable in a series of years. 0 
amount of wheat on hand is 27 per cent of 
the crop, or about 122,000,000 bushels, the 
largest surplus ever grown. It is 3,000,000 
bushels more than in March, 1884, and 24,000,- 
000 bushels more than in 1882, after the short- 
estcrop for recent years. The proportion 
held for local consumption is 194,000,000 bush- 
els, and the proportion to be 8 beyond 
county lines 263,000,000 bushels. The qualit 
of the crop is unusually good in the princi 
wheat-growing sections, the average weight 
being 58.5 pounds per bushel.

So extensively was the oil exported that 
the Italian Government found its genuine 
olive industry was being ruined. An import 
tax was levied, and this cut off the excessive 
profits of the American dealers, but it did 
not shut them out entirely. 
CONSUL-GENERAL AT Sr. PETERSBUG. 

The President today appointed Charles H. 
Way of Georgia to be Consni-General of the 
United States at St. Petersburg. He was 
strongly indorsed by the Georgia Senators, 
and especially by Representative Norwood. 

[Charles H. Way is about 50 years of age. He 
is now a successful real-estate dealer in Savan- 
nah, but for the greater part of his life has been 
engaged in the exportation of cotton to Euro 
with which -business he is still identified 
as agent of a large firm in Russia. 
Mr. Way entered the Confederate service 
as Captain of a Savannah battery and rose 
by promotion to the command of the Fifty-fourth 
Georgia Regiment with the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel. He served as Adjutant-General on the 
staff of Gen. Henry R. Jackson, late Minister to 
Mexico. Mr. Way was sent by the Legislature 
of Georgia as Commissioner to the Paris Exposi- 
tions of 1867 and 1878. He has spent a large por- 
tion of the last twenty years in Europe.]

The Department of State has received a 
dispatch from Minister Pratt at Teheran, stating 
that the Shah has granted a concession for the 
erection of a hospital at that citv under the di- 
rection of W. W. Torrence. A grant of 24,000 
square yards of ground has been made. On this 
a hospital to accommodate eighty to 100 patients 
will be erected. Mrs. W. H. Ferry of Lake 
Forest, III., has given $4,000 for this purpose, 
which sum has been increased to $5,000 by the 
American Presbyterian Board of Missions. As 
this amount is inadequate for the purpose, it is 
hoped by the founders that donations may be re- 
ceived from charitably disposed ‘persons in the 
United States. 

Inquiry was made at the War Department 
today concerning rnmors of a threatened Indian 
uprishing in the Northwest, and especially by 
the tribes located in the Department of Dakota.

A GOOD DEAL OF MYSTERY ENVELO 
ING THEM. 
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A Talk with President Watkins and Other 3 
Officers of the Company—How the Situs ~~ 
ation Is Regarded by a Man Who Ie 
Well Posted—Profit in Gas at $1 Per 
Thousand—May the Legislature Inter- 
fere in the Matter?

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ARGUMENTS BEFORE THE HOUSE con- 
_ MITTEE ON REVENUE. 


Statements Favoring the Past Actions of 
the Board of Equalization—Restrictions 
on the Amount of Riches That May Be 
Inherited—Fight of the Weeks-McDon- 
ald Line for Right of Way on Adams 
Street—Ass ce of the Passage of the 
Bill Protecting the Rights of Citizens. 

SPRINGFFELD, DJL, March 10.—[Special.]— 

In the House Committee on Revenue Juage 

Scott of Jacksonville, a member of the State 

Board of Equalization, was heard today. He 

explained the operations of that body in as- 

sessing railroad property, and said that the 


abandoned because the tax was not collected, 
and Chief Clerk Henkle of the Auditor’s of- 
fice sustained him. He showed that the rail- 
road assessment had increased from $41,000,- 
000 in 1877 to $65,000,000 in 1886. Last year 
the railroads of the State paid nearly $2,500,- 
000 in taxes. He insisted that the Board of 
Equalization had performed its full duty un- 
der the law. He declared that ifthe board 
had continued assessing roads on capital stock 
instead of on tangible property there would 
be no end of lawsuits, and claimed that the 
proposed code would reduce the amount af 
taxes paid by some roads. The speaker pre- 
sented figures showing that in 1885 the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad paid 
over $280,000, while under the proposed code 
the amount would only reach $147,000. Con- 
tinuing, he said that the assessment of rail- 
roads had increased 67 per cent sincé 1869 
and other corporations 69 per cent, while the 
real and personal property had decreased 214 
per cent during the same period. When 
Judge Scott had concluaed Mr. Campbell of 
Hamilton made a motion to report the code 
back with a favorable recommendation. 
Mr. Crafts objected and said if the meas- 
ure got before the House no other 
business would be done this session. 
He insisted that the committee had given the 
matter no consideration. Mr. Merritt de- 
clared himself in favor of reporting the bill 
back at once, so that the House could act 
upon it. The question was a most important 


close of the session, when the proper atten- 
tion could not be givenit. He did not want 
to delay the matter any longer to wait for 
Mr. Waller to come down from Chicago and 
make a speech, as Mr. Crafts had suggested. 
He believed there had been enough outside 
oratory and wanted the House to have a 
show.

A like report was made on the bill introduced 
by Mr. Wilson of Clay requiring manufactur- 
ers of patent vinegar to label the same. 

STATE INSTITUTIONS. 

The Committee on State Institutions had 
under consideration the two bills which pro- 
pose to establish insane asylums in what are 
to be called the Nor estern and Southeast- 
ern insane districts. F. H. Wines, Secretary 
of the State Board of Charities, spoke of the 
growth of insanity in the State, declaring 
that the poorhouses were becoming filled up 
with insane persons. The present asylums 
were crowded, and provision would have to 
be made for new patients. He said if he 
could have his own way he could build an in- 
sane hospital containin 
$700 a bed. The two bills between them ap- 
propriate $750,000.

Consideration of the Bill Curtailing the 
Powers of Street Railways. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 10.—[Special.]— 
The proposed investigation of the Chicago 
Trust & Savings Bank was finally disposed 
of today when the Committee on Commerce 
reported back the Reynolds resolution, to- 
gether with the opinion of Assistant At- 
torney-General Smith that the House has no 
jurisdiction in the premises, and asked to be 
discharged. The report was concurred in 
and probably settles the whole question. 
Among other committee reports was 


that on Municipal Corporations rec- 
ommending the“ ssage of the Chi- 
cago Drainage bills, Mr. Neely’s Consolida- 
tion bills, and Mr. Crafts’ County Commis- 
sioners bill. The Elections Committee 
brought in its recommendation of the pass- 
age of the Citizens’ Association bill, provid- 
ing for an annual appropriation bill for 
Cook County. All ese measures were 
placed on the calendar for second reading. 

The bill permanently locating the State 
Fair at Springfield was taken up and passed 
without discussion, the yeas being 102 and 
the nays 9. The measure now goes to the 
Senate, but it will have greater difficulty in 
crawling through that body than it had in the 
House. 

Mr. Meyer called up his bill requiring 
steam, horse, dummy, and other railway com- 
panies to obtain the consent of a majority of 
property-owners in each mile before city or 
village authorities can grant rights of way 
to iy tracks along any streets. Although 
Mr. Browne of La Salle and several others 
made objections, the rules were suspended 
by a vote of 115 yeas to 12 nays, and the 
measure was read a second time. After 
some clerical errors had been correct- 
ed Mr. Browne offered an amendment 
providing that only the consent of a 
majority of property-owners along the 
Street to be occupied shall be required, 
and although he does not live within 
seventy-five miles of Chicago proceeded to 
plead for the passage of his amendment, 
which would turn the streets of that city 
over to the tender mercies of the Weeks, 
McDonald, and Yerkes Street Railway Com- 
panies and the City Council. Mr. Herring- 
ton very pertinently inquired if he was speak- 
ing for Mendota, where he lives, or Chicago, 
and received as reply from the La Salle 
County statesman that he was speaking for 
the entire State of Illinois. This statement 
Was greeted with shouts of derision. Mr. 
Meyer showed that the object of the meas- 
ure was to protect the people and property- 
Owners along streets, not alone in 
‘Chicago, but in every city in the 
State. He snowed the fallacy of Mr. Browne’s 
assertions by saying the bill in question was 
not. pushed by a competing line to the Weeks- 
McDonald road, and that both the West Side 
companies wanted to get hold of Adams 
street. Mr. Dwyer of the Fifth District, 
one of the Labor members, advocated the 
Browne amendment, declaring that the rich 
property-owners on Adams street had pre- 
vented the poor industrial class from ob- 
taining homes on West Adams street by 
depriving them of horse-car facilities. 
Mr. Mahoney distinguished himself also 
by favo 15 the Browne amend- 
ment, th showin his friendli- 
ness to the Weeks-McDonald company. 
Mr. Decker skid there was only one question 
in the whole matter. The Appellate Court in 
Chicago had Hecided that under the Horse 
and Dummy Railroad law it was not neces- 
sary to ask the people anything about the 
voting away of streets by Gity Councils.

I have not spoken of the Beylerby Palace, 
situated on the Asiatic shores of the Bos- 
phorus; butit is beyond question the most 
attractive, the most charming, of the resi- 
dences of the Sultans. It is flanked on the 
right and left by two pavilions, which are 
very pleasant and of remarkable elegance, 
Beautiful terraces, hanging gardens in tiers, 
where grow the rarest plants, a summer- 
house crowning the top of the slope, por- 
ticoes, yoke elms, fountains, clusters of roses 
—nothing is wanting in this incomparable 
residence to make it the most agreeabie I 
ever saw. 

‘The Empress Eugénie, after having taken 
part in the inauguration of the Suez Canal in 
1869, passed some days in this beautiful res- 
idence, proudly enthroned among all these 
charming surroundings. On this occasion 
Abdul Aziz displayed a gallantry that the 
sovereigns of the West—well-bred as they 
are—might indeed envy. Previous to the 
arrival of the Empress a Government Com- 
missioner was sent to Paris to get a model of 
the sleeping apartments of Eugénie. He 
copied the smallest details, even to a book 
left open at a certain page, even to a piece of 
untinished embroidery left on a work-basket. 
Everything was reproduced in the Beylerby 
Palace with the most scrupulous fidelity— 
hangings, carpets, furniture, works of art, 
all the thousand knickknacks were to be 
found there in their original form and place, 
the most trifiing differences boing observed, 
as if they had been transported by a magic 
wand. When the Empress entered this mar- 
velous chamber and the room leading to it, 
she cried, taken by surprise: 
Dieu, I'm at home !’’—Cosmopolitan.

THE NOTED ENGINEER DIES WHILE 
VISITING THE BAHAMA ISLANDS. 


He Is Stricken Down by Pneumonia—Sketch 
of His Remarkable Career—His Rise 
from Poverty to a Position of Eminence 


—Services Preceding the Burial of Henry 
Ward Beecher—The Body Placed in

James B. Eads was born in wrenceburg, 
Ini May 23, 1820, and his early education was 
acquired in the schools of Louisville and Cincin- 
nati, Before he had succeeded in mastering the 
rudiments, however, his father experienced re- 
verses which necessitated the boy's withdrawal 
from school, to which he never returned. At a 
very early age he developed a taste for mechan- 
ics and u fondness for experimenting — ma-

At first the 
operations of the firm were limited, their machin- 
ery and appliances being very primitive and 
quite inadequate to the work they undertook to 
rtorm. Such were the energy, versatility, and 
ndustry of Mr. Eads, however, that the business 
rapidly expanded, until in the space of about ten 
ears the firm's property had increased to 
000 in value. In the meantime Mr. 
Eads had established a factory at St. Louis for 
the manufacture of glassware. The business 
did not prove remurerative and he returned to 
the wrecking business. In 1885-50 he submitted 
to Congress a proposition to keep the Western 
rivers open for a term of years by removing all 
obstructions and keep the channels free. The 
bill embodying his Fg one passed the House, 
but was defeated in the Senate. He retired from 
active business in 1857 on account of iil-health. 
During the War he took ground against the levy- 
ing of contributions on Southern sympathizers 
and headed a movement to raise a fund to 
take the place of that which the müitary 
authorities had determined to exact from the 
friends of the Confederacy in St. Louis. Mr. 
Eads received the contract for building the first 
seven vessels of the Mississippi gunboat flotilla. 
From the close of the War to the time of con- 
struction of the great St. Louis bridge Mr. Eads 
was engaged in no great public works. Upon 
that bridge his fame as an engineer was firmly 
established. The bridge project was first con- 
ceived in 1889. Various sites were selected 
for the bridge, met 
with varying Eads 
began to take an active interest in it 
in 1867. Ia that year he was elected Engineer-in- 
Chief of the company then formed. He at once 
secured the services of Col. Henry Flad and pro- 
ceeded to develop plans which were subsequent- 
ly followed when the bridge was constructed. It 
was completed and opened in 1874. In 1875 Mr. 
Eads began the construction of a system of jet- 
ties for increasing the depth of the water at the 
mouth of che Mississippi under contract 
with the Government. His plans when 
roposed were scouted at first by prom- 
nent engineers, but proved eminently 
successful. His last great project was the Te- 
huantepec Ship Canal. Mr. Eads was married in 
1845 to Martha N. Dillon, daughter of Patrick M. 
Dillon. His wife died in. 1 He was again 
married to his present wife, Mrs. Eunice S. Eads. 
He has five daughters, three of whom married, 
respectively. John A. Ubsdell of New York; 
Estelle McHenry, Assistant Postmaster of St. 
Louis; and James F. Howe of St. Louis, Secre- 
tary and Treasurer of the Wabash Western Rail- 
way Company. Mr. Eads was granted the de- 
ree of LL.D. by the Missouri State University.

THE BEECHER OBSEQUIES. 


Ceremonies Over the Remains of the Late 
Pastor of Plymouth Church. 

Brooxktyn, N. V., March 10.—In spite of 
the rain the streets in the vicinity of the 
Rey. Henry Ward Beecher’s house were 
crowded with people this morning. At 8 
o’clock a squad of police took up their sta- 
tions in front of the house. A large number 
of floral emblems were received before the 
private services commenced. Two wreaths 
of white roses, lilies of the valley, and smilax 
were received by Mrs. Col. Beecher this 
morning. These bore the cards of Ellen 
Terry and Henry Irving. The coffin rested 
in the centre of the front parlor and was sur- 
younded with a bank of fragrant howers. On 
all sides could be seen floral emblems from 
the friends and aamirers of the dead divine. 
The remains were dressed in a suit 
of black broadcloth, with the 
frock coat buttoned up and the 
right hand laid across the heart. The feat- 
ures were natural and there was a smile upon 
the face. The long gray hair was brushed 
back over the ears, the same as Mr. Beecher 
wore it while alive. Early in the morning, 
before the services, Mrs. Beecher went into 
the parlor and stood by the coffin for some 
time. She bent over the remains, and after 
imprinting a kiss upon the cold lips was led 
into the back room. At 9:80 o’clock the Rev.

He read the 
burial service from the ritual of the Episco- 
pal Church. While the services were in

The procession then 
moved slowly down Clark strect until the 
hearse passed the front of the house. when 
the members of the family who so desired 
got in the carriages in waiting and brought 
up the rear, falling in line as the cortége 
moved on, the drum corps playing a funeral 
march with muffied drums. On arriving at 
the church the regiment formed double-file 
front to receive the body at the Orange street 
entrance, in front of which the hearse 
drew up. The casket was carried in the 
church up the Henry street aisle and 
placed on the dais in front of the pulpit. The 
pall was drawn back and the sliding top of 
the casket was removed, exposing to view 
the face of the dead. The guard of honor 
took up its position and then the regiment 
filed into the church in double-file front, 
marched up one aisle and passed in front of 
the coffin, He # ranks and passing one 
file each side and then down the other uisle 
to the street. In the meantime Gen. Horatio 
C. King played, as the body was borne in the

The members of the family were 
dressed in bright clothing as though going to 
church Sunday, and everything around was 
made as bright and cheerful as possible in 


accordance with the often-expressed wish of

EFFECT OF STRIKES ON BUSINESS. 
The dispatch from Boston printed in last 
Sunday’s issue relative to the effect the 
Knights of Labor have had upon business in 
the great shoe-manufacturing centres of Mas- 
sachusetts ought to cause reflection among 
workingmen everywhere. 
two years the business of twenty-four great 
firms has been withdrawn from Lynn, the 
centre of the shoe trade. Corresponding re- 
movals have been made from Beverly, Haver- 
hill, Stoneham, Marblehead, and other shoe- 
manufacturing centres in that State, result- 
ing ina largedecrease of population, aserious 
blow to business, and an immense loss in 
wages and production. 

These removals and in some cases total 
closing up of business have been forced upon 
employers by the squeezing out policy of the 
„Knights of Labor.” The firms have been 
harassed by frequent strikes, closed up by 
„walking delegates,” and so pressed by 
sharp competition that they could not raise 
wages beyond a certain limit without involv- 
ing the destruction of their business and 
producing bankruptcy. 

The Knights“ have sought to carry out 
their doctrine that the employers can pay 
any prices they demand without regard to 


the cost of manufacture or the influence of 


competition. The result is that they have 
starved out twenty-four firms in Lynn 
alone and forced them to remove and 
seriously crippled those remaining, and will 
finish them also if they persistin their policy. 
The outcome of this business is that between 
eight and nine thousand workmen are out of 
employment and are scattering about the 
country in search of it. 

The policy of the Knights of Labor in Mas- 
sachusetts does not differ from that of the 
Knights of Labor in the Town of Lake, and 
the results are very similar. Last fall the K. 
of L. leaders, headed by Butler and the other 
walking delegates, took it into their heads to 
force the packers to conduct theif business 
on conditions which were simply impossible. 


ordered by Butler and his walkers. Not only 
the lécal police] but the military were re- 
quired to preserve order and protect prop- 
erty. It lasted a month, and the foolish 
strikers were totally defeated. The result 
was that a part of the packing business went 
off to other places and there was a general 
shrinkage of one-third in the work to be 
done. The shortage, as against last season, 
in round numbers, is 700,000 hogs, not to 
speak of that in beef-packing. This means 
that there was a loss of $700,000 in wages for 
the 100 days of the season, and that several 
thousand men have walked“ themselves 
out of work here because there is no work 
for them to do. They have killed their own 
geese. Some of this number may have ob- 
tained employment elsewhere, but the greater 
portion of the men who discharged them- 
selves are hanging about the yards hoping to 
find a job. | 

This is the inevitable result of the policy of 
the Knights and walking delegates in the large 
manufacturing and business centres. They 
assume first to dictate the conditions upon 
which an employer shall conduct his busi- 
ness, and they make these conditions with- 
out regard to the prices of material, the cost 
of the business, what the goods will sell for, 
or the competition of other places in the 
same line. They assume, in the second place, 
that the profits of the employers come out of 
their earnings instead of out of the consumers 
who purchase the products, and hence they 
demand a shortening of hours and a length- 
ening of wages without reference to the 
ability of the employer to pay them, or to 
the ruinous effects such a policy wil! 
have upon the business in the face 
ot underselling of competing towns. 


They will not see that both the profits 


of capital and the wages of labor are 
paid by the consumers scattered all over the 
Nation or world who purchase in our market, 
and hence the employés are directly in- 
terested with the employers in extending 
business among distant customers so that its 
capacity for paying higher wages and em- 
ploying more labor may be correspondingly 
increased. 

Profits do not come out of wages, but profits 
and wages both are paid by the consumers. 
As the number of consumers decreases profits 
and wages decrease, and vice versa, and compe- 
tition may be so sharp that the employer sells 
at or below cost, and the wage-workers are 
the only ones that make anything. In any 
event, their share of the profits is always a 
known quantity. That of the employers is 
uncertain and varying with the markets. 
What remains after paying wages, taxes, in- 
surance, repairs, interest, and cost of run- 
ning depends upon individual skill, experi- 
ence, and enterprise. When the working- 
men themselves organize to - handicap 
enterprise and overload it, and render pro- 
duction too dear to suit the views of con- 
sumers, the result is a shrinkage in business 
and a discharge of surplus hands, as at the 
Stock-Yards, or removal and closing up, as 
in the Massachusetts shoe towns. And yet 
there are some of these gallant Knights and 
walkers who would like to repeat their ruin- 
ous folly, and thus still further cripple busi- 
ness and employment or kill them altogether. 
Even the hard, continuous lessons of experi- 
ence seem to have no moral for them.

CRAFTS’ COUNTY BOARD BILL. 
vorably from the Judiciary Committee of the 


features not in the Crawford bill, which has 
been reported favorably by the Senate com- 
mittee, and it might be well that the authors 
of both bills should come together and 
recast the measures so as to include the best 
things in both. The first section of the 
Crafts bill provides for the election of fifteen 
Commissioners next fall, as does the Craw- 
ford bill. It also provides that one of the fif- 
teen shall be ex-officio President of the 
board and shall be so voted for and desig- 
nated upon the ballots for said Commission- 
ers.“ Thereafter at every November elec- 
tion seven of the Commissioners and a Presi- 
dent shall be elected, the Commissioners to 
hold office for two years, the President, of 
couse, to hold office but one year. It is pro- 
vided that the Constitution shall be complied 
with so that five members of the board shall 
be from the country towns and ten from the 
city. 

At the election next fall itis proposed that 
the “ respective terms for which said Com- 
‘* missioners are voted for shall be designated 
upon the ballots cast therefor, and the 
“fourteen candidates for County Commis- 
** sioners and the candidate for County Com- 
“missioner and ex-officio President of said 
„ board, who are residents as aforesaid (five 
from the country towns and ten from the 
“ city), and who have received the highest 
„number of votes, shall be declared elected.“ 
With the exception of this first section the 
Crafts bill embodies substantially all the 
provisions of the two bills being pushed 
through the Senate by Senator Crawford. 
The clause conferring the powers of Con- 
troller on the County Clerk is the only one 
omitted. The following provision, not to be 
found in the Citizens’ Association bill, it may 
be mentioned, is also found in the Crafts 
bill: „The President of the Board of Com- 
“missioners shall appoint all standing and 
„Special committees of said board, and may 
„% place himself upon one or more of said 
„ committees.” 

This measure seems to ingeniously meet all 
the objections of the critics of the original 
County Reform bill. It provides for a two- 
years’ term for fourteen Commissioners. It 
permits a direct vote of the people for the 
President of the board, who would be in ef- 
fect the County Mayor. That functionary 
would have to go before his constituents— 
the voters of the entire county—each year. 
This would make him very careful as to how 
he should use his power and authority. An- 
other advantage unaer the Crafts bill would

It is to be hoped that Senator Crawford 
will see his way to substituting the first sec- 
tion of the Crafts bill for the first section of 
his own, so as to get the benefit of the excel- 
lent principles embodied therein. 


THE MINISTERS’ MISTAKE. 

Itis gratifying to note that the Congrega- 
tionalist churches of this city, one after the 
other, are sending expressions of sympathy 
and condolence to the widow of the great 
Congregational preacher, thus showing that 
the laymen do not hold themselves responsi- 
ble for the unchristian action of the small 
but narrow-minded majority of the pastors. 
It is also gratifying to note that the pastors 
themselves are begifining to realize that they 
did not do a wise, just, prudent, or Christain 
thing when they adopted the resolution not 
to send the message. It is evident that they 
acted from theological impulse rather than 
from religious feeling, and in their immediate 
antipathy to some of Mr. Beecher’s beliefs 
forgot that his beliefs had nothing to do with 
Mrs. Beecher’s sorrow, with which all men, 
Protestants, Hebrews, Catholics, Moham- 
medans, Pagans, and Infidels might sym- 
pathize on the basis of human sorrow. They 
forgot the injunction of Paul to the Corin- 
thians: ‘‘Who also hath made us able 
„ ministers of the New Testament, not of 

‘tne letter but of the spirit, for the letter 
“killeth but the spirit giveth life.” The 
able ministers followed the letter, which 
would have killed out all human kindliness, 
but now they have taken the sober second 
thought and are willing to follow the dic- 
tations of the spirit which giveth life. They 
have been sufficiently punished by the re- 
bukes which the entire press of the country 
has administered to them. We have no doubt 


the letter, that they are willing to pay their 
respect to the memory of the ablest man 
their or any other church in this country has 
yet produced, and to tender to Mrs. Beecher 
their sympathy in her great loss. It will be 
soon enough, after Mr. Beecher is buried and 
time has softened grief, to assail his theology, 
though if he had any he had less of it 
than other ministers of his denomination, 
and if human beliefs be true he is now in that 
far-away country where no one has any need 
ofit. From his present standpoint he is 
much better able to judge of their views than 
they are to judge of his, for to him all things 
are now clear. Heno longer sees through a 
glass darkly. When they come to join him 
they may be astonished at their own theolo- 
gy. In any event, we submit that they have 
been sufficiently rebuked. Their mistake 
makes little difference to the dead preacher 
now, nor can it injure his fame. The world 
cares little for theology. What he has done 
for humanity remains. It is the spirit which 
giveth life. 


CHEESE ADULTERATION. 

A meeting of butter and cheese merchants 
was held in New York last Thursday. Its 
object was to take action against the adulter- 
ation of cheese, which has recently been 
carried to sucn an extent as to seriously in- 
terfere with business by reducing the de- 
mand for exportation as well as domestic 
consumption. People do not want to buy a 
poor article, especially when it has been man- 
ufactured as a fraud, with intent to sell it 
for much more than it is actually worth. 
How much the business has suffered in re- 
cent years may perhaps be inferred from the 
fact that our exports of cheese for last year 
were officially valued at only $6,500,000, 
against $16,000,000 in 1881. In the same time 
the value of the butter exports was reduced 
about one-half, and those of lard shrunk more 
than a third during the four years following 
1881. | 

A portion of this decline may be attributed 
to the fact of reduced prices. But even in 
that case it is only fair to claim that the sell- 
ing yalue per pound is much less than that of 
areally good article. The adulterators be- 
gan by competing with the makers of honest 
goods, but have long since found it “ neces- 
sary to fight among each other for the dis- 
honor and profit of supplying to consumers 
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‘stuff that is a mere

“than sky-blue water. This is then en- 
“riched’ with lard, oleomargarine, cotton- 
“seed oil, and the low grades of but- 
“ter which are unsalable as such. 
“The mixture is put through processes 
“discovered by the ingenuity of fraudulent 
men, and the result is called ‘cheese.’ This 
“ stuff looks beautiful at first, but it does not 
“keep well, and the shaking incident to rail- 
road transportation to the seaboard makes it 
“ soft, or even mushy, according as its original 
“ constitution was more or less bad.“ This is 
the view taken of the case by the Eastern 
dealers. They claim that very little of the 
bogus stuff is made in the Eastern States, 
and charge the great bulk of the manufact- 
ure of this fraudulent trash upon the cheese- 
makers of Elgin, where such a terrible howl 
was raised very recently against the onormi- 
ties of the butterine business. It may be pre- 
sumed that the East is not more highly moral 
than is the West in this particular. But the 
makers of the trash in that section, if any 
such there be, have the advantage of being 
able to market it without having it subject to 
the long ride which shakes the Western prod- 
uct so much out of semblance to propriety. 

It is needless, however, to particularize as 


between sections. The business is a vile one 


wherever conducted, and ought to be impos- 
sible in a civilized community. The New 
York protest was made because the swindle 
has become so extensive as to have resulted 
in a disastrous falling-off in the export move- 
ment. The people across the Atlantic do not 
want tke vile stuff, and occasionally whispers 
come over here to the effect that a big pile of 
it which is alittle more offensive than ordi- 
nary has been carried out of port and 
dumped into the ocean as food for the fishes. 
The consequence is not only a loss of the ma- 
terial referred to, which is a blessing in dis- 
guise, but the far greater evil of widespread 
distrust of all American dairy products—the 
innocent suffering for the sins of the guilty 
ones. 

This case is only one of many in which dis- 
honesty has overreached itself and cut its 
own throat by what has proved to be a short- 
sighted greed. 


DEATH OF CAPT. EADS. . 

The news of the death of Capt. James B. 
Eads at Nassau will be received with great 
surprise as weil as regret, for it had not been 
previously announced that he was ill, though 
it was known that he went to that island for 
his health. Private letters from there re- 
ceived almost simultaneously with the an-. 
nouncement of his death bring the informa- 
tion that he took cold while yachting, which 
speedily developed into pneumonia, with the 
fatal termination as told in the dispatches. 

The story of Capt. Eads’ life and career, re- 
lated elsewhere, possesses extraordinary in- 
terest, for he was a man of remarkable 
nerve, courage, and persistence in the work 
of his profession. Notwithstanding the crit- 
icisms to which he has been subjected, grow- 
ing out of his lobbying for subsidies with 
which to carry out experiments in which few 
had faith but himself, he was nevertheless 
one of the most eminently scientific civil and 
mechanical engineers this country has 
produced, though sometimes it is ques- 
tionable whether his audacity in conception 
did not exceed the real limits of his skill. 
The work which he did, however, in 1862 and 
1863, in designing and constructing the first 
ironclad vessels in our navy, which rendered 
good service, crude as they were compared 
with modern vessels; his building of the St. 
Louis bridge; and his giving New Orleans a 
better harbor by constructing a navigable 
channel on the jetty system, so that the 
largest vessels can get up to the city, will 
stand as testimonials to his engineering skill. 
His last project, the interoceanic ship raul- 
way, he has advocated with inflexible per- 
sistence in the face of almost universally 
hostile criticism from scientifle men and 
army and naval officers, and he hved long 
enough to obtain a National charter of incor- 
poration. It is questionable now, however, 
whether the great experiment will ever be 
tried, as its inventor was the only one who 
had thorough confidence in it. Like all men 
who reach a prominent position in their 
chosen profession, he displayed his ability at 
avery earlyage, and it must be acknowledged 
that he employed it throughout his long 
career with a courage, self-confidence, and 
resolution which quailed before no obstacles. 
The work which he has accomplished is the 
best testimonial to the usefulness of his busy 
life. 


ABOLISHING ALIEN LANDLORDISM. 

A bill to put an end to alien landlordism in 
Illinois, which was introduced in the House 
at Springtield some weeks ago by Mr. Piatt 
of Henry County, was reported favorably 
Wednesday and is likely to pass. The bill is 
avowedly aimed at the Irish landlord Scully, 
who has tried to introduce the feudal system 
of landlordism just being uprogted in his own 
country into several States of the Union, in- 
cluding IIlinois, Kansas, and Nebraska. 
Scully has about 600 tenants in IIlinois, lo- 
cated principally in Logan County, with sev- 
eral score in Sangamon and Grundy Coun- 
ties. They are in a state of absolute serfdom 
under his heartiess alien rule. Their abject 
condition was fully described in the columns 
of Tue TRIBUNE over a year ago in some ar- 
ticles which at the time created a great deal 
of comment in the newspapers not only of 
America but of England as well. It was 
then demonstrated very clearly that if such 
men as Scully were permitted to have their 
own way the Irish system of tenant serfdom 


would be transplanted to the United States, 


and that this country would be drained of 
millions of dollars yearly for the benefit of 
absentee aristocrats, to be spent by them in 
high living and dissipation, while their ten- 
ants would degenerate into toil-worn slaves. 

One of the results of the agitation thus 
originated was the bill passed last week by 
the National Congress, the full text of which 
was printed in Tue Trispune of Saturday. 
This bill, now an act, provides: 


It shall be unlawful for any person or rsons 
not citizens of the United States, or who have 
not lawfully declared their intention to become 
such citizens, or for any corporation not created 
by or under the laws of the United States, or of 
some State or Territory of the United States, to 
hereafter acquire, hol or own real estate so 
‘hereafter acquired, or any interest therein, in 
any of the Territories of the United States or in 
the District of Columbia, except such as may be 
acquired by inheritance orin good faith in the 
ordinary course of justice in the collection of 
debts heretofore created. 


Mr. Piatt’s bill, already alluded to, was 
founded admittedly on Ta& TrisuNe’s exposé 
of Scully’s methods, and is a much more rad- 
ical measure than the act of Congress, The 
first section provides as follows: 


Non-resident aliens shall, on and after the pas- 
sage of this act, be prohibited from holding any 
real estate in this State, or acquiring any owner- 
ship in the same, either directly or indirectly, ex- 
cept as hereinafter provided; and any real prop- 
erty so held by non- resident three years from the 
we of this act shall be appraised by the 

oard of Supervisors of the county in which said 
real estate is situated in counties under township 
organization, and the Board of Commissioners in 
counties not under township organization. and 
the County Clerks of said counties shall secure 
an abstract of title of said property, and shall 
forward a statement of the appraisement so 
made, with Ey Hy of said land and copy of 
said abstract, tothe Auditor of State, who shall 
keep a record of such property, with full descrip- 
tion thereof, its appraised value, and the interest 
of said owner or owners as they may appear in 
the abstract of title, and the said lands shall be 
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The other provisions are merely intended 
to give full effect to the above section. II 
the bill is pushed and passed in its present 
form it will put an end to Scullyism in IIli- 
nois. Other States will probably follow the 
good example, and an effectual barrier will 
be set up along the whole line against the 
encroachments of feudalism.

experiment. In any event, the decision has 
been made, and there an end. 

The permanent location of the State Fair is 
another matter. As the case now stands 
Springfield is the winner in that contest. The 
General Assembly has before it a bill to as- 
sess a tax of $250,000 to pay the expense of a 
permanent location, and when it comes to 
smelling outand running down grabs the 
well-trained Springfield hounds are hard to 
beat, especially when the leader of the pack 
is Chairman of the Committee on Appropria- 
tions. There may be a hitch, however, in 
this business. In this case the end is not yet. 

The term “permanent” in this connection 
is a misnomer. A State Fair in Springfield 
would be another pauper institution, only in- 
stead of pretending to feed and clothe the 
poor, care for Nature's unfortunates, or en- 
gage in any of the ordinary employments of 
eleemosynary enterprises it would be a 
Uriah Heep in the guise of promoting agri- 
culture. A few years ago this institution, 
after swinging around the circle of Central 
Uunois towns, pitched its tent in Chicago. 


hungry; it goes away sleek and with about 
$23,000 ahead, besides having paid out twice 
the money in premiums that were paid in 
other places. The Springfield program is to 
take this circuit-rider into camp and keep 
him until his money and credit with the State 
both give out and then turn him adrift. Or, 
assuming the Fair Association to act of its own 
volition, it is another case of the Prodigal Son 
business, with this difference, that having 
feasted and fattened once on the fatted calf the 
wayward youth turns tramp again, expecting 
to find swine at Springfield until starved 
out, when it will once more come back for 
three square meals a day and a clean bed. 
No one in his senses really supposes that a 
State Fair can be self-supporting at Spring- 
field, or that the farmers, tired of failure, 
will let it remain there permanently like the 
State-House. In a few years, after the Legis- 
lature becomes weary of levying taxes upon 
the people for its support, it will again be 
put on wheels and moved up to Chicago long 
enough to recuperate its broken finances, to 
be relieved of its fiscal embarrassments, and 
to replenish its empty treasury, and then it 
will be carted away again, perhaps to Spring- 
field, to repeat its experience of depending 


starving. 


Tue TRIBUNE has already commented upon 
the extraordinary paper which was read be- 
fore the Commonwealth Club by Chamberlain 
Ivins ot New York City, showing that an or- 
dinary election in that city cost $700,000, of 
which fully one-third is expended by boards 
and political organizations, and sooner or 
later comes out of the pockets of the tax- 
payers. The Controller of New York State 
has also contributed some significant figures 
touching the multiplication of offices, in re- 
ply to an inquiry by the Senate as to the 
number and cost of the offices and commis- 
sions that have been created by the Legis- 
lature in the last fifteen years. His state- 
ment shows that they number twenty-four 
and have already cost nearly $2,000,000, and 
still the work of creating new offices, more 
boards and commissions, and increasing the 
public expenses goes on! This is the pe- 
culiar function of political and official boards. 
They are organized to eat up taxes, dev- 
astate public funds, and demoralize poli- 
tics. They are composed of three, five, 
or seven men, asthe case may be, the odd 
man being included so that he may have the 
power of control between the factions. But 
if one man can settle quarrels and do the real 
work, why not have the board consist of one 
man? Because the offices could not be multi- 
plied, clerks could not be employed, there 
would be no expense for offices, furniture, 
junketings, and rents, and the present sys- 
tem of irresponsibility would be at an end. 
If it were not for the opportunities to steal 
and bribe without responsibility one man 
would do the work.

The City Apportionment, 

The basis on which delegates were tioned 
to the Republican convention was the subject of 
general talk in political circles 
instance, the 1,300 Republican votes east in the 
Fifth Ward last fall for the State ticket are to be 
represented by Bili Kent and twenty-two dele- 
gates in the city convention, whereas the 3,400 
Republican votes of the Fourth Ward will have 
put twenty-three delegates, Thus the Fifth re- 
ceives nearly three times as much representation 
in proportion to its Republican strength as the 
Fourth Ward. If this is nota fraud what is it? 
The Eleventh Ward polled 2,550 Republican votes 


last fall, or twice that of the ward bossed by Bill 


Kent, but the Eleventh only gets sixteen dele- 
gates, siz less than the Fifth, which east but half 
as many votes last fall. Take the Third Ward. 
It polled 1,510 Republican votes at the last State 
election, against the 1,300 by the Fifth Ward, but 
it only gets twelve delegates to twenty-two for 
the Fifth Ward, and this smart arrangement was 
the work of the Third Ward's sagacious commit- 
teeman. The Second Ward polled about as many 
votes as the Fifth last faff and gets just half as 
many delegates. But the explanation of this 
singular apportionment is that 4,400 votes were 
cast for Blaine inthe Fifth Ward three years 
ago and therefore Bill” Kent is now entitled to 
twenty-two delegates, although the Republican 
vote of the ward last fall shrank down to 1,300. 
Two glaring facts are coolly ignored—one, that

Uncle Sam Did Not Get the Plans—Russia 
Suspected. 

LonpoN, March 10.—[New York Times 

Cable.]—Exhaustive inquiries made here and 

at Chatham, embracing practically everybody 


show that the association of America with 
the thing was purely gratuitous guess-work. 
The Admiralty officials assure me that noth- 
ing learned or mentioned in the whole course 
of the investigation warrants the idea that 
America was involved any more than Japan 
or Brazil. Terry, the dismissed draughts- 
man, denies having known in whose interest 


mentioned America to the Admiralty authori- 
ties. The theory is that he did give a hint 
that it was America, with the idea that that 
would make it a small offense compared with 
giving the thing to Russia or France. But 
the probability is that the suggestion was 
due to an asinine busybody inthe House of 
Commons named Hughes-Hallett, whose 
particular fad is enmity to the United 
States. The House of Commons is 
so big and unwieldy a body that a 
small man’s only chance to obtain notice is to 
select a certain topic and cling to itin and 
outof season. Col. Hughes-Hallett was the 
man who recently uncovered the fact that 
W. H. White, before he became an official in 
the Admiralty, furnished us with plans. On 
the strength of this he swelled with im- 
portance. When the present rumor arose he 
hastened to assume that it was an American 
affair. From all I can learn I believe the 
mysterious old man in North London who 
bought the secrets was a French agent. It is 
believed the Admiralty will not carry the in- 
quiry further.

Launch of the Galatea and Serpent—Their 
a Armaments. 

LONDON, March 10.— Copyright, 1887, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—A new belted 
cruiser, the Galatea, was launched today at 
Govan, on the Clyde, just below Glasgow. 
Lord Charles Beresford was on board. The 
Galatea is 300 feet long between perpendicu- 
lars, 56 feet extreme beam, and 37 feet 
deep.

William Jackson, Sentenced for Murder, 
Taken from the Jail and Hanged.

PRESTON H. LESLIE. 


The Kentucky Lawyer Recently Appointed 
Governor of Montana Territory. 

Montana’s new Governor, Preston H. Les- 
lie, was born in Wayne County, Kentucky, 
March 2, 1819. He was left an orphan at an 
early age, and was compelled to seek work 
of whatever kind he coula for his livelihood 
by becoming a cart-driver in Louisville at the 
age of 13, when other young lads are yet re- 
ceiving the care and attention of childhood. 
From this occupation afid such similar posi- 
tions he succeeded in not only making his 


— 


i 
law, being admitted to the bar of Kentucky 
when littis over 21 —— of age. After his 
admission he immediately started to practice 
in Monroe County, and in a year had es- 
tablished quite a business. Becoming inter- 
ested in the politicalemachinery of the affairs 
of the State and country at large, he exerted 
every available means to become a political 
factor and succeeded in this, inasmuch as he 
was chosen to represent his county in the 
— of the State in 1844 and again in 
1850. Mr. Leslie was selected for State Sena- 
tor, serving from the years of 1851 until 1888, 
inclusive. He removed from Monroe to Bar- 
ron County, and here again was chosen for 
Senator of the State from 1867 untal 1871. 
During this term of service Mr. Leslie was 
chosen Speaker of the Senate and also offici- 
ated as Lieutenant-Governor to fill an unex- 
pired term. In 1871 he was elected Governor 
of Kentucky for four years by the remark- 
able majority of 37,156 votes. Returning to 
the practice of law at the expiration of his 
term, Mr. Leslie continued in this until he 
was chosen, in 1881, as Judge of the Seventh 
Circuit District Court. 


THE WHALE’S TAIL. 


It Exercises a Propelling Force of 145 
Horse Power. 

Sir William Turner, the eminent professor 
of anatomy in the University of Edinburg, 
says Engineering, recently delivered a 
lecture to the membersof the Philosophical 
Institution of that city on Whales; Their 
Structure and Habits,” in the course of 
which he referred to a point of considerable 
interest to engineers, which was the horse 
power exerted by the tailof a large whale. 
Regarding the length of full grown whales, 
Prof. Turner remarked that the porpoise was 
four or five feet long, whereas the Green- 
land whale was fifty to sixty feet long, and 
he said that the at finner whale, which 
frequently visited the British seas, reached 
the length of eighty feet, oreven more. An 
animal of thé@Matter sort was stranded at 
Longniddry some years ago. After speaking 
at some length on the structure of w 
the lecturer made some remarks on the rate 


of speed at which they traveled. It had been 
estimated, he said, that the Greenland whale 
could attain a speed of nine or ten miles an 
hour, and that the finner whales attained 
even a greater speed. In all probability the 
Longniddry whale could propel itseif through 
the water at the rate of twelve milesan hour, 
and the sperm whale was said to be capable 
of driving itself along at the same rate of 
speed. He had asked Mr. John Henderson 
of Glasgow, the well known builder of the 
Anchor liners, to assist him in arriving at 
the horse power which must be l by 
one of these great whales so as to uire a 
— of twelve miles an hour, and he put 
the case of the Longniddry whale before 
him. It was eighty feet long, weighed about 
seventy-four tons, and had a tail eighteen to 
twenty feet across from the extreme ends 
of its fanges. With these data Mr. Hender- 
son calculated that a whale of the dimen- 
sions mentioned, in order to attain a speed 
of twelve miles an hour, would require to 
exercise a propelling force of 145 horse 
power.

INTHE DOMAIN OF JUSTICE 


A VERDICT AGAINST A MUTUAL BENE- 
FIT ASSOCIATION. 


Rather a Novel Question Raised, Which 


Judge Blodgett Proposes to Examine 
Into, It Being of Great Interest to Pri- 
vate Companies and Secret Organiza- 
tlons—A Collector Wants Taxes from a 
Gas Company—Other Local Court Notes 
—Proceedings of Outside Tribunals. 

Mary Rood yesterday recovered a verdict be- 
fore Judge Blodgett against the Railway Passen- 
ger & Freight Conductors’ Mutual Aid & Bene- 
. fit Association for $2,700 on a $2,500 policy on the 
life of her husband, Sidney J. Rood. He was 
killed Aug. 3, 1885, by falling between two cars on 
a Michigan Central train. The association, of 
which he was a member, refused to pay the pol- 
icy on the ground that he was behindhand in his 
dues. The proof showed it had been the prac- 
tice of the society to give members an extension 
of time to pay, and the Judge held that this 
amounted to a waiver of the right of forfeiture of 
a policy, and directed the jury to find for the 
plaintiff, which was done. The defendant's at- 
torney moved to set the verdict aside on the 


ground that the court had exceeded its jurisdic- 


tion in assuming to override the decision of the 
Board of Directors of the association. They had 
passed on Mrs. Rood’s claim and refused to allow 
it, and their decision, made in the due exercise 
of their discretion, was a final one. The Judge 
said the question was a novel one, and in this 
age of private companies and secret organiza- 
tions he wanted more time to exan#ine it, and 
wished the counsel to furnish briefs. The mat- 
ter was taken under advisement. 

John Tempel, Collector of the Town of North 
Chicago, filed a petition before Judge Blodgett 
asking that the Consumers’ Gas Company be 
compelled to pay him $489 taxes on the com- 
pany. s property in North Chicago for 1886.

How the Carpenters Are Fixed. 

With the exception of the carpenters all the 
mechanics in the building trades have arrived at 
an understanding with the bosses in reference to 
the hours of iabor and the wages to be paid dur- 
ing the coming season. Negotiations are pend- 
ing, however, and itis probable that within the 
next few weeks the carpenters. will also have 
concessions made them. Their demand is for 35 
cents per hour and eight hours’ work per day. 
Their present wages are Tua cents per hour, and 
about 50 per cent — have the eight-hour day. 
The bosses are disposed to concede them some- 


thing in the matter of wages and everything 
on the question of time, so that thus early in 


the season the probabilities of a strike 
are reduced to the minimum. On the 
score of wages, the compromise figure 
talked of is cents r hour, but some 


of the bosses are inclined to the opinion that if 
the men are given an inch they'll want an ell, 
and on that account there will probably be the 
semblance of astruggie. It is the better opin- 
ion, however, that if there is a struggie at all it 
will be short and sharp and will be decided in 
favor of the men, for the reason that they are 
said today to be the rest paid of all the me- 
chanics in the building trades, and this in the 
face of the fact that they furnish the brains of 
nearly all building improvements. Their present 
low wages, a8 compared with the bricklayers, 
plasterers, stone-masons, etc., is accounted for 
by virtue of the fact that heretofore they have 
never had an organization that combined the 
men, and, although they saw what organization 
was doing for their fellow-laborers, they never- 
theless did nothing for themselves. This has 
been largely changed during the last year and 
the work of organization has been pushed stead- 
ily along, so that at the present time about 80 per 
cent of the men have leagued themselves togeth- 
er for mutual protection. In speaking of the 
wage question yesterday one of the boss carpen- 
ters said if the men continued to receive their 
present pay they need look for no'accessions to 
their rauks, as the young men just becoming ap- 
prentices would seek other trades, and that the 
pay for the carpenters themselves would grad- 
ally settle until it reached the point correspond- 
ing with the pay of the common laborer. The 
highly-skilled men even could not expect much 
of an advance, and such as there was would re- 
sult from the actual demand for the best hands. 

In speaking of the outlook for carpentry dur- 
ing the coming season another of the bosses said 
the prospects were very flattering fora large vol- 
ume of business, but that the prices would re- 
main at about the same figure as last year. He 
was not inclined to 1 4 Strikes of any kind, 
but said the majority of the contracts covered 
that contingency. He thought it was a little ear- 
x4 yet to predict with any accuracy, but was of 
the opinion that a greater number of residence 
buildings and stores would be erected during the 
season than for several years past. 


Strike of Railroad Laborers. 

MARQUETTY#, Mich., March 10.—[{Special.]—A 
strike of the construction laborers on the East 
Division of the Duluth, South Shore & Atlantic 
Raflread took place at noon yesterday. All 
workmen on the Sault Branch struck, demand- 
ing an advance from $1.40 to ® per day. The 
laborers of the middle division went out also. 
The total number out is about 500. The Superin- 
tendent of construction and chief engincer to- 
night state that the strike is very embarrassing. 
They have contracted to turn over the road com- 
— by July 1. The leaders of the strike were 
mmediately discharged, but refused to leave the 
scene, and blood runs high. The company dare 
make no concessions, and fear such precedent 
would cause a general strike of all the laborers.

Trouble 
is expected, as there is a very bitter feeling be- 
tween thestrikers and operators. The latter say 


they have been driven to this course by the 
strikers, having made every effort to induce the 
miners to return to work, even to offering to 
lease the mines fora nominal sum and allow 
the miners to make what they could from tnem. 
The strikers are holaing meetings every day, and 
there is littie doubt that the colored miners will 
be warmlytwelcomed.

THE ACTION BY THE REPUBLICAN 
CITY CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 
— 

Not Only Will There Be an Injustice in 
the Representation in the Convention, 
but Chris Mamer and His Creatures 
Seem to Have Things Fixed to Play 
Into the Hands of the Democratse—The 
Latest Political Talk. 


There is widespread indiguation among the 
Republican masses concerning the action of the 
City Central Committee Wednesday in insisting 
that the basis of representation in the Repub- 
lican City Convention should be the Blaine vote. 
The injustice of such a plan is apparent, and itis 
ajtact that the most strenuous supporters thereof 
were those who are and have been the most 
active opponents of Blaine, But it is not only 
the cheating in the delegate representation, but 
the location of the primaries in some of the 
wards which is causing anger and disgust. In 
those wards of which Chris Mamer is the imme- 
diate boss the polls are so located that only 
Mamerites are expected to vote. 8 

In tne Fifth Ward, for instance, the polling- 
place is ated at Wentworth avenue and 
Twenty-nihth street, one block from the eastern 
boundary of the ward,and three and one-half 
miles from the western boundary. The polls are 
located just opposit the saloon of Bill Kent's 
friend, which was pulled by Harrison's police not 
long ago. Kent is said to have made an arrange- 
ment with one of the Democratic candidates for 
Alderman to run the ward for him at the pri- 
maries. The judges are all friends of Kent. His 
twenty-two delegates (based on 1,300 votes cast 
last fall, while the Fourth, which cast 3,400, has 
but twenty-three delegates) will be owned body 
and soul by the slatemakers. One-half of them 
will be Democratic toughs. They will have as 
much to say as to who shall be candidate for 
Mayor on the Republican ticket as the 5,000 Re- 
publicans of the Twelfth Ward. 

The Second Wardis run by Chris Mamer’s fel- 
low-clerk in Jack Stephens’ office—R. M. Mitch- 
ell. He has located the primary at the corner of 
Polk street and Fourth avenue, a very tough lo- 
cality, hoping no doubt to exclude respectable 
Republican voters. Three judges will hardly 
find sitting room in the cramped-up place. Mitch- 
ell can doubtless boss the delegation and Mamer 
can boss Mitchell. In Chris Mamer's own ward 
the polling-place is located in the northeastern 
section, in the vicinity of Mamer’s brother's 
— tne og shop, and in the very heart of the 

emocratic hoodlum district. The three judges 
are creatures of Chris. The Blaine vote will 
give him fifteen delegates to trade on, while he 
ought not to have more than seven, as based 
on last fall's vote. 

Jim Burke has located the primaries for his 
ward in the extreme eastern end. He has ignored 
the demands of the respectable Republicans of 
the ward for one judge. His delegation, which 
is based on the Blaine vote, will be double what 
it would be on that of last fall. He or George E. 
White, who bolted the Republican nomination 
last fall,-will boss the ee a 

Another cause of complaint is that the judges 
have in many instances been appointed in the 
interest of the boodle Aldermen. This is the 
case in the Fifth, Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, Thir- 
teenth, Fifteenth, and Seventeenth Wards. It is 
proposed to nominate a stiff candidate in the 
Fifth to give Spot“ Cunningham. Kent's Dem- 
ocratic friend, a chance to break into the Coun- 
eil in place of Henry Sheridan. In the Fighth 
another stiff Republican candidate will be 
set up against Red Sheridan, and in the Ninth 
the gang is going to work the primaries in the 
interest of ex-Ald. Gaynor, a Democrat, by nom- 
inating a police court shyster on the Republican 
ticket. Revere is to be favored inthe Tenth, 
Lyke in the Thirteenth, Linn in the Seventeenth, 
and Eisfeldt in the Fifteenth.

In six years 
tifty-one additional schools have been built and 
there are 847 teachers now against 464 in 1880. 
Mr. Lane calls attention to the fact that under 
the School law District No. lof Lake View and 
the Stock-Yards District of Lake will have 
School Boards of twelve members hereafter, 
while the follow districts will have boards of 
nine members each: South Chicago, Pullman. 
Lemont, Hyde Park, Oakland, Englewood, Ma- 
plewood, and Evanston. The following districts 
will have Boards of Education of six members 
each: South Evanston, Ravenswooa, car-shops 
(Cicero), Austin, Oak Park, Lake (District 6), 
and Blue Island. 

Mr. Lane suggests the following changes in the 
School law, so as to insure honest elections in 
the suburbs:

THE JURY IS IN SESSION. 


THUS FAR ONLY A FEW JAIL CASES 
HAVE BEEN TAKEN UP. |

Extraordinary Precautions Being Taken to 
Prevent the Proceedings Becoming Pub- 
lic Property—The Politics of the Jury— 
A Story About Van Pelt and Mike Mc- 
Donald—Heissler and Pick to Be Im- 
portant Witnesses, Having Given Up 
Valuable Points. 

The grand jury heard two or three jail 
cases yesterday. It will not take up the 
county-ring case until Monday morning, 
when State’s-Attorney Grinnell will be ready 
to commence the examination of witnesses. 
The room occupied by the jury is on the 
third floor of the Criminal Court Building, 
and access to it is gained only by two stair- 
ways, one on either side of the landing on 
the second floor. It is the intention not to 
allow any unauthorized persons to go on the 
third floor while the jury is in session. For 
this purpose a stout bailiff. is stationed at the 
bottom of each stairway and scrutinizes and 
questions every one who seeks te go up. 
If the person is a grand juror or has 
a subpoena he is allowed to proceed; 
if not, he is politely told to go into 
the court-room or down-stairs. These pre- 
cautions are taken in order to prevent report- 
ers from entering and pumping the witness- 
es, State’s-Attorney Grinnell being deter- 
mined to do all in his power to have the testi- 
mony kept secret until the trial takes place.

WHAT GRINNELL IS REALLY AFTER. 


A Story that He Wants to Strike at Mike 
McDonald. 

Van Pelt was around the County Board 
rooms for a short time yesterday, and spent 
most of the time he was there in a whispered 
confab with ex-County-Attorney Law. The 
boodle Commissioners rather give Van the 
cold shoulder these days, and evidently be- 
lieve that there is something in the report 
of his alleged squeal. Mike McDonald’s de- 
tectives, it is said, nave been shadowing Van 
for some time and have evidence that he 18 
in regular communication with the State’s- 
Attorney’s office. If Van has squealed—and 
there is now some reason tothink he has— 
it means a great deal more than has yet been 
intimated in the papers. State’s-Attorney 
Grinnell several weeks ago told some 
of those in his confidence that he 
would not accept any Commissioner: or 
ex-Commissioner as State’s evidence and 
thereby allow him to escape punishment, ‘for 
the reason that he had abundant evidence 
outside the board to convict the whole gang 
of official boodlers, That was his intention 
at that time, and hfs case has been materially 


strengthened since, and yet it is apparent 
that the evidence of one boodle Commissioner 


and would form a more complete and satis- 
factory story than that of any minor official, 
county employé, or contractor. Feeling as 
he does on this matter, it would seem strange 
that Mr. Grinnell should use the ringleader 
of the gang and let him escape punishment. 

“The explanation is simple,“ said a man 
who knows the inner workings of the inves- 
tigation in a private chat with a reporter 
yesterday; “Grinnell is after the boss of 
them all—Mike McDonald. He's going 
to down Mike this time, sure, and 
Van Peit may be his chief witness. 
He doesn’t want Van's help to convict the 
others, but he needs it against Mike—that’s 
the meat of the business. Van is a chronic 
gambler and he is now completely busted; 
that’s one reason why he would squeal. An- 
other is that Mike has suspec him for 
some time—in fact, almost since the convic- 
tion of Joe Mackin—and that a friend of 
Mike’s went to the trouble of personally in- 
vestigating Van’s past record before he came 
to Chicago and discovered many things that 
did not tend to strengthen Mike's confidence. 
You know it was Mike made Van here—made 
him a boss. He has always been Mike’s 
henchman and tool—that is well known—and 
was long enough in his confidence to be able 
to tell a mighty interesting story about the 
way Democratic politics has been run in 
the city ‘for some years back. Van 
was taken up and posed as à re 
spectable Board of Trade man, a descendant 
of good old Kniekerbocker stock, and an ex- 
Mayor of a country town, the latter fact 
being sufficient: proof of his standing in the 
community where he was better wn. 
Van had plenty of brains—Mike had no use 
for a fool. So Van was made Chairman of 
the Democratic City Central Committee, with 
Joe Mackin as Secretary. The Democrats 
who want to get on top now and are posing 
as reformers are beginning to talk pretty 
freely of the handling of boodle in Demo- 
cratic conventions. Everybody knows that 
the men who had the most boodle to put up 
could always get the nominations. For a 
pretty long period most of these trades were 
through Van. He was Chairman of the 
Twelfth Ward Delegation and Chairman of 
the Central Committee, and he and Mackin 
ran everything in the conventions as Mike 
McDonald directed. Then Van was put on 
the County Board and made Chairman, 
and was there simply as Mike’s chief 
representative. The day after he was elected 
Chairman Mike had the list of board com- 
mittees in his pocket and showed them toa 
good many. At the next meeting of the 
board, when Van made his appointmen 
they were exactly as in Mike’s list. “Ed 
McDonald’s salary was raised shortly there- 
after. It is pretty safe to say that there was 
not a big scheme in the board during the 
Van Pelt régime that Mike was not at the 
bottom of. Mike’s foreman at Lemont, for 
instance, became interested in the Lundberg 
paint process and Mike put up the money for 
a reorganization of that concern. Then Mike, 
Van, and McGarigle arranged the scheme to 
get the hospital treated as a starter.

PERISHED ON THE GALLOWS, 


Samuel F. Besse, the Murderer of R. N. 
Lawton, Executed at Plymouth. 
PLtymMovuTH, Mass., March 10.—Samuel F. 
Besse was hanged here this morning at 8:38 
o’clock, and was cut down. at 9:08 o’clock. 
The Sheriff made great efforts to avoid pub- 
licity of sensational details. Reporters were 
excluded from the execution, and only wit; 
nesses specified by law were admitted. The 
hour of the execution was known to none but 
the Sheriff, and thus the usual crowd did not 
gather around the jail ; 


The crime for which Besse was hung was 
the murder of R. N. Lawton of Westport, an 
egg-peddler, who had been engaged or many 
years in buying eggs in the southern part of 

lymouth and Bristol Counties and selling 
them in Fall River, going about the country 
in ateam for that purpose. Lawton made 
regular trips in pursuit of his avocation, and 
was in the habit of stopping at the house of 
Besse’s father, from whom he made purchas- 


The morning of Tues- 
day, Dec. 22, 1885, Besse left his father’s. 
house, where he also lived, at about 8 o’clock 
in the morning, and, taking with him a 
double-barrel shot-gun, said he was going 
to Tremont to get a job in the nailworks. 
Lawton was expected along that day on his 
regular trip. Besse concealed himself in the 
woods and when Lawton drove along shot 
him, robbed the body of $175, and concealed 
it near 88 Afterward, thinking it 
was not safe, he tried to remove 1 :

The Late Nelson Dudley. 

Nelson Dudley, who died at the stock-farm of 
Vernon Gratz, near Lexington, Ky., last Sunday, 
aged 87, was one of the oldest and best known of 
the old-school Kentucky turfmen.
